under the present statutes.”

“The enumeration of these 
abuses,” Mr. Roosevelt said, “does 
not mean that business as a whole 
is g y of them. Again, it is de- 
ception that will not long deceive to 
tell the country that an attack on 
these abuses is an attack on busi- 
ness, 

WARNS BUSINESS 

“The nation,” he continued, “has | 
no obligation to make America safe| 
for incompetent businessmen or for 
businessmen who fail to note the 
trend of the times and continue the 
use of machinery of economics and 
Practices of finance as outworn as 
the cotton spindle of 1870.” 

The anti-trust laws, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, “require reconstruction,” but 
he reserved detailed recommenda- 
tions for a later message, 

He again urged tax revision 
where levies were working a hard- 
ship in small business, but said 
federal income should be kept at its 
present level. He hinted possible 
new proposals for revision of bank- 
ing practices when he asserted in-| 
fluences were at work to “control! 
banking and finance” despite fed- 
eral efforts to “take such control 
out of the hands of a small group.” 

“We have but to talk with hun- 
dreds of srnal) bankers throughout 
the United States,” he said, “to real- 
ize that irrespective of local condi- 
tions, they are compelled in prac- 
tice to accept the policies laid down 
by a small number of larger banks 
in the nation.”

ON NEW YEAR’S| IN AVALANCHE 
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three boys, On Christmas Day seven 
babies were born in city hospitals, 
six_of them girls and one a boy. 

Tre survey party was flown into 
the north to undertake its job Aug.

Tempera- 
tures that frequently dropped under 
20 below zero didn't bother them. 
But there was no food. Every rabbit 
shot was divided—but hunting was 
bad. Only 14 were killed during 
the 39-day period of hunger. 

Christmas eve came without a 
sign that rescue was neat. The men 
Prayed that night—and went hun- 
gry Christmas day. . 

But the search was alffsady un- 
derway. Houde went to Senne- 
terre Dec. 21, having discovered the 
food cache was untouched, and or- 
ganized search parties. Indians on 
snowshoes were sent out to scour 
the area and planes were pressed 
into service later. 

It was nearly dark Friday when 
the Spradbrow party sighted a man 
waving at the plane. The lake on 
which he stood was too small for a 
landing and the party decided to re- 
turn New Year's morning, spending 
the night at their base.

Our water-hole was narrowing 
down. It was necessary to dip water 
in cups. We kept fresh branches 
down, and we had three pairs of 
snowshoes. We kept walking up 
and down between our signals. 

Lieut.-Col. Romeo Guenet, the 
Quebec land surveyor in charge, 
kept our spirits up and told us not 
to worry and that an airplane 
was expected for us. He kept us 
working a little every day around 
camp to keep our strength up. 
Guenct worried s lot about us 
and had hope of someone coming. 

| When we started losing our 
strength three or four of us would 
| go to cut a small tree. All we could 
do was take two swings each with 
the axe and it was very hard work 
Then we sawed up the logs for 
wood. I carried the wood in for 
fires. We only kept the fires going 
in the daytime. We had lots of 
matches. We had plenty of blankets 
and slept at night. 

ALL KEPT ORDER

MANITOBA’S CASE 

The Government of Manitoba has put the 
west further in its debt by having published, and 
thus made available for study and reference, 
the full text of the presentation made by it to 
the Rowell Commission. A glance over the nine 
booklets is all required to show that the pre- 
sentation was comprehensive, systematic, 
factual and detailed. Press despatches have 
already informed the reading public of the sub- 
stance of the case thus made out, with summaries 
of the arguments and statements of fact. To 
those who wish to make a further examination 
of the matter, the complete submission is now 


obtainable. 

Manitoba's case is particularly interesting to 
residents of Alberta because the legislature of 
this province has forbidden the Government to 
appear before the Commission and set forth its 
position. Unless that decision is reversed, 
Albertans will have to depend upon the pre- 
sentations made by Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
and upon the willingness of the Commission to 
construe these as reflecting the situation of 
Alberta as well. Many in Alberta will no doubt 
on that account wish to know what exactly were 
the representations made on behalf of those 
provinces; as a basis for judging how completely 
they apply also to the predicament of Alberta, 
its municipalities, its taxpayers, and its future. 
It is to be hoped Saskatchewan wil! follow Mani- 
toba’s lead, and make its presentation also avail- 
able in complete and permanent form. 


DISCOVERING THE KNO\WWN 

One never knows, naturally enough, what 
science will find out next. A group of investiga- 
tors announced at Indianapolis that, after making 
tests on sixty puffers, they have reached the 
conclusion that smoking cigarettes dulls some 
persons’ sense of taste but sharpens that of 
others. They reduce the discovery to figures and 
say the proportions are respectively three to one 
Aside from this mathematical formula, it 
clear that the experiment has broadened hurnan 
kaowiedge very much. Smokers knew already 
tnat smoking neutralises tastes in most cases; 
for which there are times to be thankful. Three- 
quarters of the subjects of the experiment evi- 
dently had cause to thank Lady Nicotine for par- 
tially immunizing them to the flavor of the 
substance chosen for this test. It is called pheny! 
thio-carbamide, and the investigators admit 
“The stuff tastes bad, than quinine.”

As a general conclusion the experimenters 
gay cigarette smokers who sit side by side, smok- 
ing the same brand, may not “live in the same 
world.” Without seeming rude or unappreciative, 
may it be suggested that persons who sit side 
by side smoking nothing at all may also live in 
very different worlds? Take the cases of a 
philanthropist and a miser, for example. In this 
age of science-worship, some of what passes for 
acientifie investigation amounts to nothing more 
than proving the obvious. 


1938? 

Now that the hilarity is over, the good wishes 
exchanged, the resolutions made and perhaps 
forgotten, the turkey only a memory pleasant or 
otherwise, and life begins to tone down to the 
lights and shadows of the common day, what is 
the outlook for 1938? In the chastened mood of 
the post-festal period, when cold reason asserts 
its sway, is the prospect favorable or forbidding, 
cheering or apprehensive, good, bad or just in- 
different? The brightness that gleamed across 
the future on New Year's eve—how much of it 
was mirage, and what of reality remains? Is 
1938, in sober fact, likely to bring continuance 
of the improvement of 1937, or to see a sliding 
back toward the conditions from which Cana- 
dians, here as elsewhers, have been slowly 
emerging’ 

On the whole it can be said without hesitation 
that the outlook is encoureging. While business 


generally has slowed down in recent months, | 


there has been a loss only of recovery momentum, 
not an actual loss of ground that had been 
gained. The times are substantially better than 
they were a year ago. There is warrant for 
thinking, and not merely hoping, they will grow 
better as time passes. Barring the outbreak of 
war, which would make all present calculations 
vain, the prospect is for a steady extension of 
trade abroad, with restorative influence upon 
production, employment and trade at home. 
Canada is still Canada, rich as it ever was in 
varied and extensive natural resources. And 
still richer in the courage, industry, enterprise 
and initiative of its people. Whatever the year 
may bring to the world, Canadians are as well 
situated as any people, and better than most, to 
take advantage of the opportunities which offer 
for steady gain and for the contentment and 
happiness to which this so powerfully contri- 
butes..

STREET TRANSPORTATION 

The report of Commissioner Gibb on modern- 
izing the city’s street transportation system is 
thought-provoking. The Commissioner and the 
Superintendent of the strect railway deserve 
credit for their effort to foresce future require- 
ments and provide for them. The report is the 


stronger because there is less attempt to lay 
down too definite proposals than to give inform- 
ation and invite a broad and long-range con- 
sideration of this important subject. 

Electric cars, it is held, are more useful than 
busses in handling large crowds, and therefore 
have a place in a system called upon occasionally 
to move large numbers of people in limited time, 
as to and from the fair grounds during exhibi- 
tion week and at certain other times. The dis- 
advantage of the bus is that its carrying capacity 
is lees than that of the car. Whether this will 


matter for the future. If precedent counts, the 
bus may be expected to grow in length and seat- 
ing room: perhaps by the time it is necessary to 
consider the replacement of the electric cars on 
routes subject to this kind of abnormal traffic. 

Meantime, the general question of bus routes 
must be worked out from the stand-point of 
efficiency, but also with convenience to the 
public clearly in mind. The suggested route from 
Whyte avenue up McDougall Hill, through the 
main business district, and on to the fair grounds 
by way of 95th street, would afford quicker 
communication between the north and south 
sides of the city, and seems to be indicated as 
suitable for trying out a bus service. 

The proposal to serve the Highlands by bus 
from the centre of the city comes into conflict 
with the contention that street cars are required 
to handle crowds to and from the fair grounds. 
If this contention is correct, there would be in- 
adequate service if busses were used; from the 
down town area to the fair grounds. Beyond, 
the traffic could no doubt be handled by bus and 
the street cars discontinued. 

In the same connection it is to be noted that 
$76,000 was spent recently in reconstructing the 
street railway track from 97th to 95th streets. 
This investment would be in part negatived if 
the electric cars ceased to operate over this 
stretch. Upwards of $50,000 will be required to 
carry the reconstruction work to the Latta 
bridge, and since the paving there is in bad shape 
this is a matter which cannot be long postponed. 
The question of car versus bus service on the 
eastward route should be settled before this 
additional improvement is carried out. 

The Commissioner suggests a ten-year period 
as necessary for the reconstruction and readjust- 
ment of the transportation system. But events 
move fast in these days in transportation matters. 
Perhaps long before the ten years are up events 
will necessitate changes not now thought of. 
And it is quite probable that ten years hence 
there will still be street cars running on some of 
the routes. While a long-range survey is always 
desirable, the readaptation of transportation 
| means to needs will be a matter for detailed 
study in the light of changing conditions, and in 
the end will likely be found to be best made by 
a process of experimentation. Hence it is well 
that the report does not propose the adoption of 
a cut-and-dried plan to extend over a term of 
years.

By her own forces Australia must be ready, 
and should be able, to defend herself against 
destructive raids by enemy cruisers and “plane- 
carriers, possibly also against small landing 
parties, with some temporary object such as the 
crippling of the steel industry, which lies so con- 
venient to the raider; though even with Singa- 
pore there might remain the unpleasant possib- 
ility of a battle cruisers arrival. But it is incon- 
ceivable that Australia should be able to main- 
tain an army and air force large enough to cape 
with a full-blooded Japanese expeditionary 
force, There is only one defence against a serious 
attempt at invasion; that is, Singapore and the 
British Navy. Mr. Curtin finds it easy to raise 
laughs from unthinking electors. But it is a 
solemn fact that it might be necessary, {n order 
to save Australia from invasion, to send help 
from Australia to Singapore. The most success- 


ful defence is not always to sit down inside one’s 
own frontiers:—Sydney Herald, 


THE STRONGEST CHAIN 


Dissension in the provinces and between On- 
tario and the Dominion has given to Canada one 
valuable lesson. It is that in the Press of the 
country there is a strong and powerful influence 
towards unification; a potent, binding force 
which will have none of these mock Mussolinis. 
So long as this exists there is firm hope that the 
Dominion will endure and not be divided up 
into its various parts. 

It is likely the attitude taken by the Press in 
general mirrorg more accurately the opinion of 
the man in the street than the politicians who are 
engaged in endeavoring to scuttle the control of 
the Dominion. If there were provincial elections 
today, for instance in Ontario it would surprise 
perhaps few to discover that Hepburn had alien- 
ated a large proportion of the support given him 
at his last election and would direct it to those 
who championed Canadianism rather than prov- 
incialism. 

In the same manner the Press has condemned 
—generally speaking—the trend to Fascism in 
Quebec and, particularly, that gross interference 
with the liberty of the subject explicit in the 
Padlock law. Not a word has been found for it 
except in the less reputable journals. Moreover 
the suggestion of a Quebec-Ontario axis against 
the rest of Canada has been very generally de- 
plored as an insensate plan from which no good 
can inure:—Regina Star.

Every siveet car carried 
its quota of liquor-store and beverage-room 
product Motor cars were driven by people 
without their senses. 

The poor blind newspaper vendor and his 
wife were in the way of a Merry Christmas; so 
their lives were snuffed out. They will not

interfere any more. Any pedestrian took his 
life in his hands. 

There is no way in which the seriousness of 
the situation can be minimized. The streets were 
not favorable for safe driving. Careful, sober 


motorists took this into ac the drunks did 
not. The warnings, pleas for safety fell on too 
many deaf ears. But who expected men and 
women disabled by liquor to drive carefully? 

In the last analysis the blame for this con- 
dition is attributable to high-pressure liquor 
sales. The Province officially must accept a large 
share of responsibility, as long as it pretends to 
operate under a contro! policy. 

The Province cannot control humen frailties 
or appetites. It can conduct its liquor business 
so that booze will not be so freely dispensed. 
Instead of. extending hours. and staffs, it can 
restrict them on occasions of the kind and should 
do so. It will have to make it more difficult for 
irresponsible men and women to run wild. 

It was to be expected that ‘!e lesson of last 
year had been well learned. We know now that 
lessons and experiences are soon forgotten. Con- 
trol must be exercise at the source of these sad 
Christmases and unhappy New Years:-——Toronto

A CHEERING SIGN 


The meteoric rise of Premier Maurice Du- 
plessis as the exponent of an extreme, ultra- 
montane French-Canadian provincialism is one 
of the events of present-day Canada to which 
everyone has devoted much attention. There 
have been many who saw in the Duplessis vic- 
tory of 1936 a counterpart to the alinost equally 
striking success of the Bourassa Nationalist 
movement in Quebec before the war. But the 
results in the Lotbiniere bye-election on Monday 

-pear to falsify, for the moment at least, the 
widespread prediction that the Duplessis Union 
Nationale movement could move into the federal 
field and sweep the Liberal party out of exist- 
ence in Quebec. Lotbiniere, a rural seat with a 
large habitant population, on the ,outh bank of 
the St. Lawrence river, returned a Liberal can- 
didate by a majority greater than any in the 
history of that traditionally Liberal stronghold. 

The fact that Lotbiniere has always been a 
Libera! fortress may perhaps temper the Liberal 
jubilation at the result. But political veterans 
are quick to call attention to the close parallel 
which exists between the 1937 Lotbiniere by- 
election and the famous by-election of 1910 in 
Drummond-Arthabaska when a seat with an 
equally strong Liberal tradition rejected a Lib- 
eral candidate and returned a Nationalist by 
1,200 majority. If the Dupless's movement is an- 
other Bourassa movement—an independent, 
French-Canadian, isolationist party—Lotbiniere

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Your Health

Many readers are requesting information on 
the “irritable” colon and on the colon which is 
spastic, producing the symptoms of apastic 
colitis, These disturbances produce symptoms 
somewhat similar to those seen mucous colitis, 

If the colon is to do its work well, all of its 
parts must move harmoniously or rhythmically, 
producing the steady, eveh waves of contraction 
and relaxation which bring about peristalsis. 
Through the peristaltic action, the contents of 
the large intestine are moved along until they 
are ready to be eliminated. This peristaltic action 
is produced by the action of the muscles in the 
walls of the colon and such muscular action is 
controlled and regulated by nervous impulses. 

One of the chief abnormalities seen when the 
colon is irritable or spastic is that the peristaltic 
action is disturbed. The movement of the colon 
may be too rapid and wastes are therefore 
emptied too soon. In such a case, the patient says 
his food goes right through him. 

In the spastic colon there occurs a temporary 
contraction of the muscular fibres. Such a spasm 
or rigidity narrows the colon at the spot where 
it occurs, and inducés more or less of an obstruc- 
tion to the passage of the food residue. The re- 
sult is constipation and tenderness throughout 
the affected area. Under such conditions the 
patient may try to use the enema and find that 
it fails, because the narrowing of the tube does 
not allow the water to flow in freely. 

Instead of the usual rhythmical movements of 
the large intestine, the movements are clutching, 
gtiping, or irregular, giving rise to a colicky 
sensation. . 

Part of the work done by the colon is to ab- 
sorb the right amount of moisture from the waste 
material, so that the stool will be well formed, 
and neither watery like mush, or too hard like 
hard, round balls. When the colon is disorderly, 
the absorption of water does not take place in 
a normal manner and the stools are either too 
watery or too hard. 

The colon usually undergoes some change in 
shape and may be narrowed in one place during 
the time of the spastic contraction, and ballooned 
or pouched in other places. Such changes are 
easily detected by the X-ray, especially when it 
is used during the irritable or spastic phase. 

Patients with the trouble known as an irrit- 
able colon and those experiencing a crisis result- 
ing from spastic colitis are generally of the in- 
telligent, nervous type. Probably the underlying 
cause of their difficulties is an instability of the 
nervous system. Many physicians specializing 
in irritability of the colon and spasticity insist 
that the chief cause lies in the nerves and not in 
the colon. The patient will almost always be 
found to live on a high nervous tension and the 
physical expression of that tension is a tight, 
rigid contraction of the colon or an irritable state 
of the colon. 

The mental or nervous causes of these con- 
ditions are undoubtedly important and it is 
vitally necessary to relieve the underlying 
anxiety and the constant tendency to take things 
too hard. Half of the battle is usually won as 
soon as the patient sees that the nervous tension 
is causing the tensed state of the colon. The 
patient should also be shown that he is taking 
his problems and troubles too seriously for his 
own good and that he reacts to strain or load of 
any kind by tightening up his nerves. 

The doctor who frequently has the most suc- 
cess in helping these patients is the one who sym- 
pathetically explains to them that they must quit 
trying to fight conditions which they can not 
change.

A RECLAMATION PROJECT 

It is a tribute to the high social purpose of the 
Pattullo Government that the Borstal system of 
dealing with offenders against the law is to be 
given a practical trial in this province. 

Attorney-General Wismer demonstrates his 
intelligence as well as his humanity in under- 
taking the experiment. 

The Borstal system has been employed in 
Britain for many years and has established a 
fine record of reclaiming young fellows from 
the first false step. 

The theory of the system is that if these 
young chaps are treated like human beings and 
taught something about work and social obliga- 
tions they will see the absurdity of the criminal 
life and the profit and satisfaction to be derived 
from an honest one. 

Here in British Columbia the system is be- 
ing initiated with 54 young fellows who have 
been transferred from Oakalla to the first Borstal 
unit on the 33-acre farm which was formerly the 
Home for the Friendless in Burnaby. 

It is particularly appropriate that the in- 
auguration of this movement should take place 
at a time of year that is devoted to thoughts of 
tolerance and compassion.

The number of military machines 
on six continents is estimated to 
have been incressed 75 per cent or 
more during 1937. 

A quarter of the increase, how- 
ever, went toward replacement of 
obsolete equipment. The net gain 
for the 12 months, based on reports 
of factory production, appeared to 
be about 12,000 machines. 


BRITAIN HIGHEST 

Military aircraft production in 
Great Britain probably is higher 
than in any other Eurapean coun- 
try, The Empire as a whole is es- 
timated to have between 4,500 and 
$,000 airplenes ready. 

France is credited with more 
than 4,000 military planes, a good 
portion of them obsolescent or ob- 
solete, 

Mest notable among the new 
disciples of rearmament in the 
air was Japan, hetrtened by per- 
formance of its fliers in the con- 
flict with China, 

A $70,000,000 program for build- 
ing civil airfields, training pilots, 
completing Japan's central aviation 
research institute, and encouraging 
large-scale production of aircraft 
machinery is underway. 


UNKNOWN ELEMENT 


The biggest unknown element in 
the international military picture is! 
the Soviet Air Force, estimated to| 
have as high as 4,500 airplanes, 


Italy and Germany have con- 
centrated their energies on the 
aviation branch of national de- 
fence. Military observers say 
Premier Mussolini could count on 
10,000 first line pilots in emer- 
gency. His training program em- 
braces an air force of 20,000 fliers, 


Germany's air force, regular and 
reserve, is described as between 
“80,000 and 110,000 men” but the fig- 
ures may be subject to discount. 

Both these nations are producing 
warplanes at capacity. A year ago 
their combined warplane strength 
was estimated at 6,200. 

In first-line airplanes, the United 
States has less than 2,000 in the 
army and navy, but the building 
program is heavy.

Mr. Byrne said that some section 
of the press had given vent to mis- 
leading statements in respect to the 
| course and its purpose and with a 
view to correcting that section of 
the press and its readers, he issued 
the following statement: 


WRONG CONCEPTION 

My attention has been drawn to | 
certain misleading statements 
which have appeared in the press 
| tegarding the course of lectures on 
social dynamics, commencing on 
Tuesday, January 11, and for which | 
I will be responsible. Knowing it 
is in the highest traditions of jour- 
nalism for the press to exercise 
scrupulous care to present, and not | 
misrepresent, to the public matters 
of general interest, I hasten to 
correct any wrong conception of | 
these lectures which might have 
resulted from the artigle in ques- | 
tion 

The course of lectures will be | 
given under the auspices of the 
Provincial Credit Commission and | 
not the Social Credit Board. 

Their purpose is to provide a 
sound basis for the study of social 
organization as a science for those 
desiring to acquire this knowledge. 
Persons familiar with organization | 
know it is a highly scientific sub- 
| Ject and this is no less true in the 
| case of social organization. At | 
present there is a lack of facilities 
for the study of the subject as a} 
science, for it is not generally | 
recognized as such. 


POLITICS BARRED 

Party politics will be strictly 
barred from the lecture course. 
The Provincial Credit Commission 
| as a branch of the Civil Service 
| exists to serve whatever govern- 
ment is in power, irrespective of 
party. The regrettable suggestion 
that the lecturers in question will 
| be party political must have been 
made in ignorance of the facts. 
The prospectus of the course 
should indicate clearly that the lec- 
tures are designed primarily to 
| provide a foundation for individual! 
study of social organization with 
particular reference to democracy 
as the natural forms in which so- | 
ciety should be organized. | 
The strictures against what is 
termed “Social Credit” in the ar-| 
| ticle in question also must arise 
| from a misconception of the term. 
It would seem that in the article 
Social Credit is taken to imply) 
some scheme essentially connected | 
with party politics. This is incor-| 
rect. ‘Social Credit” or “the cre-| 
dit of society” is the term used to} 
describe the inherent belief in or- 
Banized society that individuals in 
association can get what they want. 
This belief is the source of social 
power. Social Credit is a power) 
just like electrical power. To sug- 
gest that any political party or any 
group of individuals have a mon-| 
opoly of social power, either in re- 
gard to its study or its application 
is unreasonable. It is equivalent to| 
stating that the study of electricity | 
or compressed air can in any cir-| 
cumstances comprise party politics. | 


POWER OF CREDIT 

The utilization of this power of 
| the credit of society must, of ne-| 
cessity, enter into a study of social 
organization, just as a study of 
electricity must be included in a 
course on electrical engineering. | 

It is indeed unfortunate that pub: 
lic utterance should have 
| given to a suggestion that a Pome 
ment of the Civil Service was 
either concerning itself with party 
politics or introducing party pol- 
ities into the service. To assert that 
in providing facilities for a scienti- 
fic study of the subject of social 
dynamics—facilities which are not| 
available to the publie at present--- | 
the Credit Commissioners are con- | 
cerning themselvés with party pol- | 
ities is equivalent to suggesting 
that the Department of Agriculture 
is precluded from providing desir-| 
ed information to the public on ag- 
ricultural subjects without incur. | 
ring the same charge.

Sharp increase in all classes of 
bullding construction work ex- 
cepting commercial buildings 
waa recorded for Edmonton dur 
ing 1937 as compared to figures 
for the preceding year, according 
to a report released Monday by 
John Martland, city architect 


and building inspector. A lower 
total value for commercial con- 
struction work last year resulted 
in a drop of $29,880 in the grand 
total, 908 permits for 1937 being 
valued at $865,560 an compared to 
$895,440 for 1936. 


Erection of the $375,000 Canada 
Packers Ltd. plant in North Ed-| 
monton in 1936 boosted the total 
for that year over the aggregate | 
for 1937. With this one exception, 
however, construction work under 
taken last year in other building 
lines showed a substantial increase 
over 1936 figures, particularly in 
home building and repairs and al-| 
terations. 


For December, 1937, for in- 
stance, the value of 16 permits 
issued by the city was $73,675 as 
against 25 permits totalling $40.,- 
265 for December, 1936. The ex- 
tension to the city power plant, 
Permit for which was issued last 
month, accounted for $55,500 of 
this total.

Grylloblette Campodeifor. 
mis is Seen at New Low 


Altitude 


KAMLOOPS, B.C. Jan. 3—Nine 
apecimens of a rare insect, the 
“ice bag” have been found near 
Kamloops at a lower altitude 


than they were previously known 
to exist, G. Aian Mail, Dominion 


entomologist, announced here 
Sanday. 
Not only were they found at 


about 1,660 feet on Mount St, Paul 
across the Thompson river from 
here, but on a mountain face with 
a southern exposure subjected to 
terrific heat in summer. } 

“I don't know where they went in 
the hot weather,” Mr, Mail said. 

The “ice bug” or “grylloblatta 
campodeiformis,” to use its scienti- 
fic name, has been found in only 
about six places in the world and 
at altitudes around 6,000 feet, Little 
is known about them. 


LIVELY LITTLE CHAPS 


Kept in a tin can packed with 
Moss at a temperature of about 
three degrees above freezing point, 
the specimens showed marked ac- 
tivity today at a temperature at 
which most insects would be dor- 
mant. Mr. Mail is trying to keep 
them alive to study their habits. 


He said they would become 
Gormant and probably die at a 
vero temperature and couldn't 
survive anything warmer than 70 
degrees. They would virtually 
Hao to death if held in a human 


The bugs are less than an inch 
long with a light brown shell and 
somewhat resemble crickets or 
cockroaches.

VANCOUVER, Jan. 3—Profes- 
sor G. J. Spencer of the depart- 
ment of zoology ut the University 
of British Columbia sa‘d last 
night G. Alan Mail's discovery 
near Kamloops of specimtns of 
the “ice bug” was a “revolution- 
ary find.” 

"Its presence at the low altitude 
of 2,500 feet would, he said, upset 
previous theories and establish that 
its distribution was wider than be- 
lieved.

Is Interested 


TORONTO, Jan, 3—Dr. E, M. 
Walker, head of the biology de- 
partment, University of Toronto, 
who discevered the rare “ice 
bug” at Banff, Alta., in 191%, ex- 
pressed interest last night in the 
report from Kamloops, B.C., that 
nine more specimens of the in- 
sect had been found near there. 
“I happened to discover the ice 

bug, as it is commonly known, on 
Sulphur mountain, near Banff, in 
1913,” he said. “I found the pecu- 
liar bugs at 6,500 feet. 

“They are peculiar insects that 
will endure at low temperaturcs. 
‘They usually live high up on the 
mountains near the edge of the 
glaciers.” 

Dr. Walker said the insects gen- 
erally live through the day under 
the rocks and come into the open 
at night. 

“They are essentially nocturnal 
creatures” he said. “It is quite 
possible the insects found at Kam- 
loops are a different race of the 
same species found at Banff,”

Canadians returned to workaday tasks today after a 


weck-end of New Year's celebrations clouded by 
| deaths in various parts of the Dominion. 


Seven persons were killed int 
traffic accidents, two men froze 
to death, a skier was swept to 
death in an avalanche and a fa her 
lost his life after, what police said, 
was a scuffle with his son. A six- 
year-old girl was burned to death, 
one man was asphyxiated and an- 
other was killed in a bakery mix- 
ing machine. 

In the Lake O'Hara district in 
the Rocky Mountains near 
Banff, John Bualyea, 20-year-old 
Edmonton skier, lost his life Fri- 
day when he was beried by a 
snow slide, 

Alex. Lyontuck was found lying 
injured on the Chestermere high- 
way, near Calgary, and died in an 
ambulance en route to hospital 
Police said he was struck by an 
automobile whose driver called an 
ambulance for the injured mar be- 
fore disappearing.

The big problem was to overcome 


this difficulty It was obviously 
impractical, if not impossible, to 
make windows, doors and other 
points air-tight The answer, as 


seen in the new automobile condi- 
tivned air unit, proved a simple one 
It consists in eliminating the partial 
vacuum in the car and creating in 
its stead a slight pressure. With an 
inside air pressure higher than that 
outside, the flow of air through 
door and window margins and other | 
openings must be outward at all 
times. And so, the problem of con- 
trolling the air in the automobile 
was solved | 

Nash creates this slight interior 
pressure by taking air into the car 
through the cow] ventilator (just. 
ahead of the windshield) in quan- 
tities sufficient to maintain this 
necessary pressure within the pas- 
senger compartment at all times 
when the system is operating. As 
this is the only point at which air 
enters the car, it is a comparatively 
simple matter to condition the in- 
coming flow 

As a result, fresh, outside air is 
a greater rate than is required by 
the ventilation codes of most states 
And, what is mors importent, used 
air is cons:antly being expelled 
from the car interior at the same 
rate, after the slight interior pres- 
sure has been built up.
